The barracks o f the third regi­ 
ment adjo in an insane asylum there.

It tak es courage, hard work and pati­ 
ence as well as talent to launch a sym­ 
phony orchestra. The musicians and guid­ 
ing hands responsible for the Sedalia 
Symphony Orchestra are to be congratul­ 
ated. It is hoped that their efforts meet 
with success. Popular support of the sym­ 
phony means the addition of a notable, 
living institution to enhance the life of a 
progressive community.

THE SHAMBLES OF MAI MESCIC 
There can be no Medal for Valor be­

swooped down upon the barefooted Eth­ 
iopians and brok e upon them incendiary 
bombs and machine-gun fire. Valor w^as 
utterly lack ing in the murderous enter­ 
prise. Italy’s other leading decoration is 
the Cross of Merit. Can merit be claimed 
for transforming a camp into a shambles? 
The Italians are boa.sting of their whole­ 
sale slaughter of 
wild warriors. 
The 
operation, 
says 
an 
Associated 
Press dispatch from Asmara, Eritrea, was 
“described by Italian authorities as the 
most important aerial encounter since the 
Great war.” There was no aerial encount­ 
er. The doomed Ethiopians were without 
aircraft. 
The 
overwhelming 
advantage 
was with the Italians. It w^as lik e shooting 
into a covey of partridges settled for the 
night in a huddle. The element of sports­ 
manship was entirely out of it. 
“We saw the Ethiopians,” says Mus- 
Bolini’s son-in-law, Count Ciano, and “we 
got hundreds of them before they could 
tak e shelter; probably, we got more than 
1,000 of them.” Twenty airplanes made 
a double attack upon the Ethiopian camp 
in which were said to be 15.000 native 
warriors. Surely the Italians cannot say 
that it required any courage to ex ecute 
this shock ing slaughter. The peril to the 
invaders by air was slight. 
Considering the decisive superiority of 
Italian equipment it look s as if the armies 
of the modern Caesar have accomplished 
little. Unless their progress is greatly ac­ 
celerated they are lik ely to be caught in 
the nex t rainy season when the advant­ 
age will turn to the defenders of a violat­ 
ed empire. The Italians have carried into 
Ethiopia the most modern death-dealing 
machines. When Italian opportunity of­ 
fers, as at Mai Hescis, the Ethiopians 
have no chance. A world which calls it­ 
self enlightened cannot applaud murder 
on a grand scale.

MR. HOOVER’S LIBERALISM

has long l>ecn an ardent and ac- 


has only to turn to his book on American 
individualism, written some years ago, or 
to such of his speeches as that delivered 
at King’s Moutain, Tenn., in 19 30, or that 
delivered in Madison Square Garden dur- 
mg the 19 8 2 campaign to find him stanch- 
h defending the traditional individualism 
and economic liberalism of America. 
Yet when put to the test, he has al- 
w a p sought to adjust hi.s liberal econ­ 
omic philosophy to his political prejudices. 
During his term in the White House, for 
ex ample, he did not once lift a finger to 
check those industrial and financial forces 
that were carrying the country toward 
monopolism and away from liberalism and 
individualism. 
The 19 30 tariff fight offers an ex cellent 
case in point. At the staii; of this fight, 
President Hoover seemed to align him­ 
self with those who were urging a greater 
freedom of trade by a downward revision 
of the tariff, but when the Smoot-Haw- 
ley bill, with its ex orbitant rate increases, 
was finally passed he signed it without a 
quibble. Later in the 19 32 campaign, he 
sought to justify his action by asserting 
that the new tariff law was in k eeping 
with the American liberal tradition. 
Now Mr. Hoover has returned to the 
attack . In his recent speech before the 
Ohio Society, he roundly denounced the 
Roosevelt administration for its “economic 
planning.’’ This, he suggested, is anti-lib­ 
eral and so is impeding the return of 
prosperity. 
But he was not able to say why some 
of the Roosevelt policies were compromis­ 
ing freedom of trade or why that was 
having an adverse effect upon economic 
recovery. He did not stop to ex plore the 
meaning of economic freedom. Had he 
done so, he would have found the policies 
of his own administration were hardly 
more conducive to freer trade than the 
Roosevelt policies have been. 
This has not deterred Mr. Hoover, how^- 
ever. He has chosen for the obejct of his 
lates^t attack the newly concluded reci­ 
procal 
trade 
agreement 
with 
Canada. 
And he has revealed the utter weak ness 
of his position. 
On this one point, if on no other, the 
Roosevelt 
administration 
can 
certainly 
never 
be 
challenged 
as 
anti-liberal. 
Through the reciprocal pacts, it seek s, 
however haltingly, to promote a larger 
economic freedom among nations. This no 
other American administration has done 
since 19 13. But, for this effort to remove 
some of the restraints upon trade and to 
point the country back tow^ard economic 
liberalism, Mr. Hoover has nothing but 
criticism. 
Could there ever be a clearer ex posi­ 
tion of the actual quality of his own 
liberalism? The truth of the matter is, 
of course, that Mr. Hoover is not really in­ 
terested in economic freedom. To him, it 
has never been more than a springboard 
to political power.

NEWSPAPER AND THE SCHOOL 
Recognition of the newspaper as of ex ­ 
treme importance to the school in its pub­ 
lic relations and in proper interpretation 
of the school to the public is brought out 
quite well by “Missouri Schools,’’ official 
publication of the department of educa­ 
tion, started recently under the direction 
of State Superintendent Lloyd W. King. 
An 
article 
“Newspaper 
Interpretative 
Aid,’’ states rather well this phase of a 
school problem. The following are para­ 
graphs from the article: 
“The 
problem 
of 
interpreting 
the 
schools to the public is one of great im­ 
portance and of far-reaching consequen­ 
ces. Every means possible should be used 
to focus continuous wide attention upon 
public education to the end that we may 
better serve the educational interests of 
the schools of the state. Life is more com­ 
plex than in former years. People read 
more and have contact with more infor­ 
mation, so the facts they should k now 
must be directed to their attention. 
“The newspaper is an important means 
of furnishing continuous interpretative in­ 
formation to the public. This information 
should be accurate, concise, frequent and 
regular. 
“It is the duty of the wide-awak e ad­ 
ministrator to see that the public k nows 
about the work that is being carried on in 
hi.s school. 
“The public must be led to appreciate 
the need that is supplied by the schools, 
and when they do, they will want them, 
want them better than they are, and 
want them to continue to improve. They 
will develop a specific habit response to 
education and be willing to accept only 
the best.” 
This is an ex cellent statement of some­ 
thing school 
administrators should not 
overlook . It is important that the public 
k now its schools states the Hannibal Cour- 
ier-Post and that it be k ept properly in 
touch with them. Nothing can better in­ 
sure that the educational system of Am­ 
erica will Dropciiv function.
